The 22d M. Danchet was. received into 
the Academy, in the Place vacant by the Deceafe 
of the Abbot Tallemant, and he made an excellent 
Difcourfe, which was anfwered by the Abbot Reg- 
nier des Marais, perpetual Secretary of the Aca- 
demy, with great Eloquence. Meffire Maximilian 
de Bethune, Duke of Sully Peer of France, Prince 
of Enrichemont, Governour of the Towns ‘and 
Cafiles of Gien and Mante, Lieutenant-Generdl 
of the Country of Vexin, died the 24th in this 
City, in his 48th Year. The 27th M. Barrois, 
Envoy * extraordinary of Lorrain, had a private 
Audience of the King, in which he Base to 
his Majefly the Birth of a Prince, Son of the 
Duke of Lorrain, at Luneville the 12th Inftanr. 
We have .Letters from Lisbon of the 2d of this 
Month, advifing, that the King of Portugal having 
on the 30th December received by an Englifh 
Ship the Treaty of Sufpenfion of Arms concluded 
by his Minifters at Utrecht, immediately ratified it, 
and difpatched it to Madrid to be exchanged: At- 
ter which his Majefty fent away divers Couriers to 
the Governours of the Frontier Places, with Or- 
ders to proclaim the faid Sufpenfion : And fome 
Veffels were difpatched with like Orders to Brafil, 
the Tercera Iflands, Goa, and other Parts. Ex- 
traordinary Rejoycings were made at Lisbon upon 
the News of the {aid Sufpenfion,and the Merchants 
there have begun to lade Ships for divers Ports of 
this Kingdom. Letters from Madrid of the 13th 
rejate, that the King of Spain had given into the 
Hands of the Lord Lexington an A& by which 
Port-Mahon and Gibraltar are yielded and made 
over tothe Queen of Great-Britain. The Com. 
mandeor de Marigny, Mafter of the Horfe to the 
late Dauphinefs, died here fome Days ago: He left 
all his Eftate and Effeés to the Hofpital of this 
City, and his Corpfe having firft been placed in 
the Hall of our chief Hofpital called the Hotel- 
Dieu, was carried from thence and interred in the 
Church- yard of Clamarot among the poor who die 
in that Hofpital, as he had appointed by his Will. 
Meffieurs Fenelon and Anton, Deputies of the 
Council of Commerce, fet out the 28th Inftant for 
London, there to treat and fettie the Tarif of Com- 
merce between France and England.
